CONSUMER ACTIVISM’S 
MOSTPOSITIVE RESULT 
It’s true that in recent years Americans have tended to 
look more and more to Washington or some other 
“authority” for the solutions to their social problems. 
But it’s also true that the old American tradition of 
mutural self-help is far from vanished from the scene. In 
fact, the number of groups organized around a particular 
problem or need has grown enormously in the past 
couple of decades. 
According to one observer of the phenomenon, 
University of Michigan social work Prof. Thomas J. 
Powell, Americans have created “a vast, voluntary 
network of information sharing and mutual aid.” He 
estimates there are hundreds of self- help group with 
nationwide affiliation, and perhaps thousands of others 
that are oriented to local situations. 
Granddaddy of them all is Alcoholics Anonymous, 
founded in 1935, With a current active membership of 
over 1.1 million. 
\ 
Either offshoots of AA, or inspired by it, are Synanon 
and Narcotics Anonymous, aimed at persons coping with 
drug addiction, and Gamblers Anonymous, for people 
with a compulsive gambling habit. 
Another and more recent “anonymous” is Parents 
Anonymous, a rapidly growing netowrk of adults who 
have been guilty of child abuse and who, like alcohol or 
drug or gambling addicts, have joined together in the 
realization that they alone are responsible for their 
problem—and its solution. 
In the health area alone there are any number of 
organizations, ranging from Recovery, Inc., which in­ 
cludes both discharged mental patients and any other 
persons suffering from emtional problems, to Make 
Today Count, and organization of cancer victims. There 
are such specialized groups as Lost Cord Clubs, for 
people who have had their voice boxes removed by 
surgery, and Reach for Recovery, for pre- and 
postoperative patients with breast cancer. 
Another category is represented by groups like 
Parents Without Partners and the Society of Com­ 
passionate Friends. Although the latter was organized by 
parents who have lost children through die Sudden Infant 
Death syndrome, it welcomes all bereaved individuals. 
Still another category includes groups which focus 
more mi public education and advocacy than on actual 
“help.” Examples are various divorce reform groups. 
Some groups are intended for short- term membership. 
Others, like Alcoholics Anonymous, can be lifelong 
committments. The great value of all of them, besides 
rescuing people in trouble, is that they offer their 
“graduates” in a way to repay the help and support they 
received. 
As Powell points out, a person who has triumphed over 
a problem is in the best possible position to help others 
who are struggling with it. 
In his view, the self- - help movement is the most 
positive outcome of the consumer movement. It is people 
saying: “Other people have shared my misfortunte. If 
they could pull through, I can pull through. I can take 
responsibility for my life. And I can help someone else 
with theirs.”

In the November issue of 
Reader’s Digest, James Nathan 
Miller suggests that the natural- 
gas shortage may be a myth 
because proven reserves have 
been understated to scare the 
Federal Power Commission into 
granting price increases. Miller 
worries that the gas producers, 
rather than journalists, are the 
source of statistics on gas 
reserves. He claims that the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
“has never investigated the way 
this system works,” but then 
goes 
on 
to describe 
in­ 
vestigations by that agency, the 
Federal Energy Agency, and the 
U.S. Geological Survey. Mr. 
Miller doubts the relaibility of 
the FPC and FEA investigations 
“since the two agencies have 
been among the leading lobbies 
for deregulation.” That is, if the 
evidence convinces even the 
regulators that deregulation is 
needed, then the evidence must 
be flawed. 
The U.S. Geological Survey, 
however, surveyed a small 
sample of gas fields on federal 
land and came up with a reserve 
estimate that was “63 per cent 
higher” 
than 
the 
industry 
estimate. If all reserve data 
were increased by that per­ 
centage, says Miller, “it would 
mean that the post-1967 drop in 
reserves has been a statistical 
delusion.” But it would not mean 
that at all, since Miller is 
comparing 1967 data from the 
American Gas Industry (which 
he distrusts) with 1974 USGS 
estimates of unknown com­ 
parability. If the AGA sources 
and methods were inadequate in 
1974, which is Miller’s main 
point, then were they any better 
in 1967? 
Miller also cites a complaint 
by some Federal Trade Com­ 
mission investigators-without 
mentioning that the complaint 
was Masted as shoddy and 
“extremely ill-advised” by the 
FTC’s 
own 
Bureau 
of 
Economics. 
Actually, the whole exercise is 
irrelevant. Proven reserves are 
not an estimate of how much gas 
is in the ground, nor a major 
factor behind the FPC rate 
decisions. Proven reserves are 
just an estimate of what can be 
economically recovered from 
known wells with present 
technology at present prices. 
To say that there is no shor­ 
tage of natural gas is not to say 
that there are more or less 
proven reserves, but to say that 
demand does not exceed supply 
at the regulated interstate price. 
If that were true, then there 
would be no reason for 33 states 
to impose restrictions on sup 
plying gas to new customers. 
Even established business 
customers faced curtailments of 


2.9 trillion cubic feet in the past 
delivery year. The shortage is 
here and now, and not just a 
matter of inadequate reserves 
for the future. 
Every economist who has 
studied the natural gas shortage 
has concluded that price 
regulation is the primary 
problem and that deregulation is 
the only solution. Yet Mr. Miller 
did not mention a single 
economist or any economic 
study of the issue. His editors 
should be embarrassed. 
P.S. We got most of this in­ 
formation on a recent visit with 
land owners and gas producers 
in the Taxas Panhandle and 
Western Kansas.

The words 
were put together by the speech- 
writers, but the thoughts are 
Gerald Ford’s. He was too 
modest to make a big show of his 
farewell ideas. But down deep in 
his heart, he wanted Americans 
to remember this last message. 
It would be a shame if they 
never got a chance to read it. 
Califano’s Old Hat: As the 
nation’s new overlord of health, 
eduction and welfare, Joseph 
Califano is supposed to be the 
voice of the voiceless, the spokes­ 
man for the underprivileged. 
Not long ago. he was a spokes­ 
man for the oil interests, which 
have sometimes oppressed the 


underprivileged 
In a Feb. 5, 1976, column, we 
described his lobbying for the 
small refiners. They are “small."

dards of Big Oil. He fought for a 
loophole that benefited such 
affluent oil enterprises as 
Charter, Pennzoil. Witco and 
Husky, all with sales far above 
the $100 million mark. 
Despite Califano’s efforts, the 
beneficial loophole was finally 
closed by Congress last year. But 
Califano fought to the end to 
keep it open. We have now ob­ 
tained some private correspon­ 
dence, which reveals how 
vigorously he fought. 
Califano tried to carry the bat­ 
tle to the doorsteps of the 
Federal Energy Administration. 
He sought an audience with 
Deputy Administrator John Hill, 
who com pletely ignored 
Califano’s requests for a meeet- 
ing. 
Red with anger over the 
rebuff, Califano wrote Hill a siz­ 
zling letter. “I have spent many 
years in government service. I 
do not believe I ever treated in­ 
dividual citizens, or lawyers 
representing them, as shabbily 
as you have chosen to tret me 
and the small refiners I repre­ 
sent,” complained Califano. 
Hill told us that Califano 
wanted special treatment that 
no lobbyist should receive. The 
loophole, Hill explained, would 
have given Califano’s clients an 
$8 to $10 a barrel advantage 
over other refiners in their 
areas. 
Footnote: In his new role at the 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department, Califano refused to 
discuss the letter. The cabinet of­ 
ficer referred us to a former law 
partner who confirmed the 
details of the refiners' case

CONSUMER ACTIVISM’S 
MOST POSITIVE RESULT 
It’s true that in recent years Americans have tended to 
look more and more to Washington or some other 
“authority” for the solutions to their social problems. 
But it’s also true that the old American tradition of 
mutural self-help is far from vanished from the scene. In 
fact, the number of groups organized around a particular 
problem or need has grown enormously in the past 
couple of decades. 
According to one observer of the phenomenon, 
University of Michigan social work Prof. Thomas J. 
Powell, Americans have created "a vast, voluntary 
network of information sharing and mutual aid.” He 
estimates there are hundreds of self- help group with 
nationwide affiliation, and perhaps thousands of others 
that are oriented to local situations. 
Granddaddy of them all is Alcoholics Anonymous, 
founded in 1935, with a current active membership of 
over 1.1 million. 
Either offshoots of AA, or inspired by it, are Synanon 
and Narcotics Anonymous, aimed at persons coping with 
drug addiction, and Gamblers Anonymous, for people 
with a compulsive gambling habit. 
Another and more recent “anonymous” is Parents 
Anonymous, a rapidly growing netowrk of adults who 
have been guilty of child abuse and who, like alcohol or 
drug or gambling addicts, have joined together in the 
realization that they alone are responsible for their 
problem — and its solution. 
In the health area alone there are any number of 
organizations, ranging from Recovery, Inc., which in­ 
cludes both discharged mental patients and any other 
persons suffering from emtional 
problems, to Make 
Today Count, and organization of cancer victims. There 
are such specialized groups as Lost Cord Clubs, for 
people who have had their voice boxes removed by 
surgery, and Reach for Recovery, for pre- and 
postoperative patients with breast cancer. 
Another category is represented by groups like 
Parents Without Partners and the Society of Com­ 
passionate Friends. Although the latter was organized by 
parents who have lost children through the Sudden Infant 
Death syndrome, it welcomes all bereaved individuals. 
Still another category includes groups which focus 
more on public education and advocacy than on actual 
“help.” Examples are various divorce reform groups. 
Some groups are intended for short- term membership. 
Others, like Alcoholics Anonymous, can be lifelong 
committments. The great value of all of them, besides 
rescuing people in trouble, is that they offer their 
“graduates” in a way to repay the help and support they 
received. 
As Powell points out, a person who has triumphed over 
a problem is in the best possible position to help others 
who are struggling with it. 
In his view, the self- - help movement is the mo6t 
positive outcome of the consumer movement. It is people 
saying: “Other people have shared my misfortunte. If 
they could pull through, I can pull through. I can take 
responsibility for my life. And I can help someone else 
with theirs.”

granting price increases. Miller 
worries that the gas producers, 
rather than journalists, are the 
source of statistics 
on gas 
reserves. He claims that the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
“ has never investigated the way 
this system works,” but then 
goes 
on 
to 
describe 
in­ 
vestigations by that agency, the 
Federal Energy Agency, and the 
U.S. Geological Survey. Mr. 
Miller doubts the relaibility of 
the FPC and FEA investigations 
“since the two agencies have 
been among the leading lobbies 
for deregulation.” That is, if the 
evidence convinces even the 
regulators that deregulation is 
needed, then the evidence must 
be flawed. 
The U.S. Geological Survey, 
however, 
surveyed 
a 
small 
sample of gas fields on federal 
land and came up with a reserve 
estimate that was "63 per cent 
higher” 
than 
the 
industry 
estimate. If all reserve data 
were increased by that per­ 
centage, says Miller, “it would 
mean that the post-1967 drop in 
reserves has been a statistical 
delusion. ” But it would not mean 
that at all, since Miller is 
comparing 1967 data from the 
American Gas Industry (which 
he distrusts) with 1974 USGS 
estimates of unknown com­ 
parability. If the AG A sources 
and methods were inadequate in 
1974, which is Miller's main 
point, then were they any better 
in 1967** 
Miller also cites a complaint 
by some Federal Trade Com 
mission 
investigators-without 
mentioning that the complaint 
was blasted as shoddy and 
"extremely ill-advised" by the 
FTC's 
own 
Bureau 
of 
Economics. 
Actually, the whole exercise is 
irrelevant Proven reserves are 
not an estimate of how much gas 
is in the ground, nor a major 
factor behind the FPC rate 
decisions Proven reserves are 
just an estimate of what can be 
economically recovered from 
known 
wells 
with 
present 
technology at present prices 
To say that there is no shor­ 
tage of natural gas is not to say 
that there are more or less 
proven reserves, but to say that 
demand does not exceed supply 
at the regulated interstate price. 
If that were true, then there 
would be no reason for 33 states 
to impose restrictions on sup 
plying gas to new customers. 
Even 
established 
business 
customers faced curtailments of 


2.9 trillion cubic feet in the past 
delivery year. The shortage is 
here and now, and not just a 
matter of inadequate reserves 
for the future. 
Every economist v. ho has 
studied the natural gas shortage

Reforming credit unions underway 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The federal agency that regulates 
credit unions endorsed legislation Monday that would allow such 
lenders to make residential mortgage loans. 
The bill, being considered by the House Banking subcommittee 
on financial institutions, also would give credit unions greater 
latitude in writing secured and unsecured consumer loans. 
C Austin Montgomery, chief of the National Credit Union 
Administration, hailed the legislation as a first step toward 
ref or ming credit unions, which serve 33-million members. 
Tbe credit-union provisions are attached to a bill that extends 
Regulation Q, the government’s authority to regulate interest 
rates on savings, until June 1. The provision is due to expire on 
March 1. 
Present law effectively prevents credit unions from lending for 
home mortgages because it generally limits the term of credit- 
union loans to 10 years. The bill would raise that limit to 30 years, 
and to 15 years for home-improvement loans and for purchasing 
mobile homes.

— (NEA) — It Started when 
Joe Campbell was discussing

It 
may not be imminent but soon 
or late it will come. The polar 
cap will melt, the earth s axis 
may shift, whatever - and 
mankind will be in a heap of 
trouble. 
The more Campbell chewed 
on the prospect the more he 
feared for the vulnerability of 
the human race. Even those in 
his small, isolated mountain 
community were not secure: 
a hurricane in 1969 deposited 
32 inches of rain here in a 
single evening, and some of 
the bodies, as many of the lost 
illusions, have still not been 
recovered. 
So it was that Campbell 
decided to show himself, his 
neighbors, and those of the 
world who care to see, that 
something can be done.

For his part, Campbell 
accepts the criticism with 
some grace. “I think the 
sphere is entirely rational,’ 
he grins, “but then if I were 
crazy I would think that. 
Other than this good natured 
concession, he admits to no 
fault. He says he is not a kinky 
prophet of doom; rather, he’s 
an optim ist preaching 
preparation and survival: 
• Some people say that if 
catastrophe comes, only Jesus 
can save us. I don’t believe 
that. I believe we can save 
ourselves. Whether or not I 
personally use my sphere is 


not important; this is a 
prototype and I’ve built it to 
show that we can plan for dis­ 
aster.” 
Clearly, Campbell’s ark in­ 
corporates full disaster plan­ 
ning. It is bolted eight feet 
into the ground to withstand 
earthquakes. In case of 
atomic attack, mechanical 
scrubbers will clear the craft 
of radioactivity. If the lines go 
down on Brent’s Mountain, 
Campbell will have an ad­ 
vanced communications com­ 
partment for the emergency. 
And if worse comes to 
worse, that is to say flooding, 
the survival sphere is design­ 
ed to float indefinitely above 
the turmoil. Campbell says he 
can store provisions for 14 
people for six months. After 
that, if necessary, the ship’s 
batteries would be recharged 
by solar energy, and food and 
water could be gotten from 
the seas.

There are some unanswered 
questions about this kind of 
survival.

In other areas, including In­ 
dia and parts of Western Eu­ 
rope, crops also have been af­ 
fected by adverse weather this 
season, the report said. 
But the record 1976 harvests 
have had a major impact on 
world grain reserves which by 
next July 1 are expected to to­ 
tal a six-year high of 187.8 mil­ 
lion metric tons. That is a 51 
per cent jump from the stock­ 
pile of Ul.l million tons last 
summer. 
A metric ton is 2,206 pounds.

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Blacks were cowboys in the West too! 
Uranium industry warns 
that reserves short 


DENVER (AP) - When Paul 
Stewart was a boy his friends 
would never let him be a cow­ 
boy when they played cowboys 
and Indians because they said 
there were no black cowboys. 
So Stewart went searching 
through the history books and 
foun 
not only 
black cowboys 
but black miners, ranchers, ho­ 
tel owners, lawmen and out­ 


laws in the Old West. 
Blacks were drawn to the 
West for the same reasons oth­ 
er immigrants were, Stewart 
says — the lure of fortunes to 
be made in the mines, land to 
be cultivated or simply “to do 
something 
individually 
for 
themselves.” 
Stewart says his research in­ 
dicates that black immigrants 
found less discrimination from 


their fellow white settlers in the 
wide open spaces of the Ameri­ 
can frontier than they had ex­ 
perienced back home. 
Stewart, using old history 
books, business directories and 
taped interviews with early set­ 
tlers, has uncovered evidence 
of blacks who did everything 
from running hotels to serving 
as deputy sheriffs to riding in 
outlaw gangs. 
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For example, Stewart says, 
escaped 
slave Barney Ford 
came to Colorado in 1859 and 
tried his hand at mining before 
being cheated out of his claim. 
So he came down out of the 
mountains 
to 
Denver 
and 
opened a barber shop that ca­ 
tered to many prominent busi­ 
nessmen. 
Ford listened to the business­ 
men and learned where they 
planned to expand, invested in 
the land involved and then 
raised the price on it when they 
were ready to buy, Stewart 
said. 
Blacks and whites who set­ 
tled on the area would often 
help each other build homes, 
plant crops and take care of 


sick family members, Stewart 
said. 
Stewart said most of the 
blacks migrated west after the 
Civil War. Between that time 
and the turn of the century it 
was relatively easy for them to 
own land, he said. 
After that, as immigration to 
the United States from over­ 
seas increased, discrimination 
against blacks in the West also 
seemed to rise, he said. 
Stewart said blacks owned 
ranches and mining companies 
or hired on as cowhands, riding 
the range — and carousing in 
town — with their white com­ 
rades. 
A black named George Ran­ 
som Dalton headed up an out­ 


law band which included white 
members, Stewart said, while 
another, Ben Boyer, was a dep­ 
uty sheriff in Salida, Colo. 
Stewart is the curator 
the 
Black American West Founda­ 
tion Inc. museum here, and has 
written a book on blacks in the 
West called “Westward Soul.” 


“I think that it’s a com­ 
bination of opportunities for 
blacks...and 
possibly 
there 
were relatives that came here 
earlier and said ‘Look, you 
know, it’s really good out here, 
you can come out here and you 


can get a fair shake, here I’ve 
got a place of business, I’ve got 
land here, I’m treated as an 
equal’,” Stewart said.

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themselves in every aspect of 
the agency’s functions. The 
com m ission’s 
problems 
prom pted 
then 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond to request 
the International Association 
of Human Rights Associations 
to investigate the agency. 
The investigation resulted in 
the resignations of Roper and 
ten of the eleven commission 
members early last year.

WICHITA, Kan. (AP) - If 
farmers never again harvested 
a crop of wheat, enough of the 
grain already is in storage to 
put bread on the tables of 
Americans for the next five 
years. 


But another large crop is al­ 
ready in the ground and pros­ 
pects are slim that the surplus, 
which now totals 1.7 billion 
bushels, will be depleted by the 
end of the decade. 
Much of the harvested wheat 
is being kept from sale by 
farmers who feel the market 
price is too low and would rath­ 
er wait until it returns to a 
higher level 


Secretary of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland is weighing various 
means of cutting the surplus 
while bringing the market price 
up. 
Meanwhile, 
industry 
sources in Kansas, the nation’s 
largest wheat-producing state, 
indicate the waiting game will 
continue. 
The present surplus has ac­ 
cumulated because of over­ 
planting by farmers and good 
crops grown in such competing 
countries as Canada and Aus­ 
tralia. 


American growers are receiv­ 
ing about $2.30 a bushel, com­ 
pared with a price of 15.39 at 
one point three years ago. 
Their production costs have 
climbed per bushel to a range 
of from $3 to $3.50, pushing 
many just a step away from 
bankruptcy. 
“The answer has to be one of 
two things,” said John Junior 
Armstrong, president of the 
Kansas Farm Bureau. “We 
must cut back our production 
or expand exports. And I don’t 
see any indication we will get 
expansion of exports to a large 
degree.” 
Armstrong and other fanners 
favor a set-aside program in 
which farmers are paid by the 
government not to use a certain 
amount of their land for crop 
production. 
Such a program could cut 
down 
future 
surpluses 
but 
would not deal with the present 
surplus, forecast by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to 
be 1.1 billion bushels when the 
marketing year ends June 1. 
Others are calling on Ber­ 
gland to cultivate foreign mar­ 
kets and also raise the rate for 
price-support loans that allow 
farmers to borrow against their 


wheat crop while it is held in 
anticipation of higher market 
prices. 
Under the program, a farmer 
receives a cash loan at the rate 
of $2.25 a bushel,with his wheat 
as collateral. At the end of the 
U-month loan period, he can ei­ 
ther pay bade the loan plus in­ 
terest or, if the market price is 
lower than the loan level turn 
the wheat over to the govern­ 
ment. 


Frank Mosier, state director 
of

Stabilization and Conservation 
Service, said the number of 
loans has increased substantial­ 
ly, Farmers are also staying 
solvent by refinancing land 
loans to meet day-to-day ex­ 
penses. 


The wheat surplus has also 
encouraged some farmers to in­ 
troduce the grain for feeding 
cattle in mixture with the more 
traditional feed grains of corn 
and milo.

George Cosmatos. “Many na­ 
tions are testing with germs, ei­ 
ther for good purposes or bad.

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Wheat crop expected to be 
large again this year too 


WICHITA, Kan. <AP) - if 
fanners never again harvested 
a crop of wheat, enough of the 
grain already is in storage to 
put bread on the tables of 
Americans for the next five 
years. 


But another large crop is al­ 
ready in the ground and pros­ 
pects are slim that the surplus, 
which now totals 1.7 billion 
bushels, will be depleted by the 
end of the decade. 
Much of the harvested wheat 
is being kept from sale by 
farmers who feel the market 
price is too low and would rath­ 
er wait until it returns to a 
higher level. 


Secretary of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland is weighing various 
means of cutting the surplus 
while bringing the market price 
up 
Meanwhile, 
industry 
sources in Kansas, the nation's 
largest wheat-producing state, 
indicate the waiting game will 
continue. 
The present surplus has ac­ 
cumulated because of over- 
planting by farmers and good 
crops grown in such competing 
countries as Canada and Aus­ 
tralia. 


American growers are receiv­ 
ing about $2 30 a bushel, com­ 
pared with a price of $5.39 at 
one point three years ago. 
I heir production costs have 
climbed per bushel to a range 
of from $3 to $3.50, pushing 
many just a step away from 
bankruptcy. 
“The answer has to be one of 
two things," said John Junior 
Armstrong, president of the 
Kansas Farm 
Bureau. “ We 
must cut back our production 
or expand exports And I don’t 
see any indication we will get 
expansion of exports to a large 
degree.” 
Armstrong and other farmers 
favor a set-aside program in 
which farmers are paid by the 
government not to use a certain 
amount of their land for crop 
production. 
Such a program could cut 
down 
future 
surpluses 
but 
would not deal with the present 
surplus, forecast by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to 
be 1.1 billion bushels when the 
marketing year ends June 1. 
Others are calling on Ber­ 
gland to cultivate foreign mar­ 
kets and also raise the rate for 
price-support loans that allow 
farmers to borrow against their 


wheat crop while it is held in 
anticipation of higher market 
prices. 
Under the program, a farmer 
receives a cash loan at the rate 
of $2.25 a bushel,with his wheat 
as collateral. At the end of the 
11-month loan period, he can ei­ 
ther pay back the loan plus in­ 
terest or, if the market price is 
lower than the loan level, turn 
the wheat over to the govern­ 
ment. 


Frank Mosier, state director 
of
